State College teachers union and the 

Massachusetts Board of Higher

_ State.

Despite his support of a “‘signifi- 
cant pay raise,” Worcester State president 
Dr. Kalyan K. Ghosh believes he is being 
made out to be a scapegoat in the current, 
ongoing negotiations between the teachers 
union and the Massachusetts Board of 
Higher Education. 

The WSC faculty has been work- 
ing since 1998 without contracts. The sixty 
bargaining sessions to date have produced 
little hope that an agreement will be reached 
soon. 

___. Ghosh said he had “absolutely no 
__- idea” when the negotiations would finally 
come to an end. “There have been propos-

als, counter-proposals, but we haven’t seen 
any progressive moments here,” he said. 
“We need to do some give and take and 
settle the contracts.” 

Professor Frank Minasian, acting 
president of the teachers’ union, has said” 
that he believes the administration takes it’s 
support “no further than verbal encourage- 
ment.” 

President Ghosh wants students to 
understand, however, that there is only so 
much he can do. 

“Everybody should understand 
that the presidents do not decide on the pay 
and the salary issue. It is a decision of the 
Board of Higher Education,” he said, 
adding that he believes our faculty salaries 
are “significantly behind” and thinks there 
is a need for a change that will “bring our 


professor’s salaries up.” 

The president supports our teach- 
ers’ current demands for higher salary. He 
said he “strongly and whole-heartedly” sup- 
ports a “significant pay raise,” but he sup- 
ports the Board of Higher Education in its 
demands for post-tenure review to be in- 
cluded in the new agreement. 

When asked if he felt like a scape- 
goat, Ghosh said, “the president gets 
blamed.” He believes the teachers know he 
cannot do anything, but he is the face they 
can put with their protests. 

According to Ghosh, the stalemate 
in the contract talks is due to various issues, 
though he feels the most important is post- 
tenure review. Post-tenure review would re- 
quire that each faculty member be re-evalu- 
ated every seven years after they receive ten- 
ure. 

If there proved to be a problem, the 
professor would be made aware of it and 
given “a couple of years” to fix the problem 
before the president, “upon recommendation

Professor William Byers, an 
advisor of the senior class, said, “Senior 
capping is an old tradition and ritual.

We give 
them their caps and confer upon them the 
status of graduating seniors. They have now 
been accepted into the ‘academic club’.”

Students elect to cast 
votes of indifference 


Did anyone know there was an 
election last Tuesday? A presidential 
election, in fact. In addition, there were 
decisions to make among local and state 
representatives, as well as eight 
referendum questions on the 
Massachusetts ballot that raised 
important issues ranging from dog 
racing to tax cutting, health insurance to 
voting rights. 

Excuse my sarcasm. I’m sure 
that most of you knew 
the 2000 United States 
Presidential Election 
took place Nov. 7. 
You’ ve probably seen 
it on TV. The real 
question is: how many 
of you voted? 

Indifference towards politics is 
hardly limited to the college-age 
population; but since this is a newspaper 
serving a college community, read 
primarily by college students, I’ve 
chosen to pick on, well, college 
students. 

Less than eight percent of 
eligible students voted in Worcester 
State’s Student Government and Senate 
elections. On top of that, two Senate 
seats have not yet been filled. (One 
commuter and one class of 2002 
Senator, if anyone is interested.) 

Yes, it is not fair to compare 
Student Government to the government 
that runs this country. However, you’d 
think that students might express even 
the tiniest interest in the organization 
that helps run their graduating class. 
Political indifference, even on a college 
government level, reflects attitudes on a 
much larger scale. 

I’m also working with the 
knowledge that only 55% of eligible 
voters in Massachusetts are registered. 
In addition, there was less than a 60% 
voter turnout in central Massachusetts 
last Tuesday. That means that two-thirds 
of the population in this area of the state 
did not cast ballots. 

Is it likely that college students, 
most of whom can’t even pass a basic 
American civics test, are atypical of the 
general population? Is it likely that over 
half are registered voters, or that a 
decisive majority of those registered 
even voted? By simply asking around, 
you will discover the disappointing 
answer. 

It’s not hard to register to vote;,

it only takes a few minutes. If you’re 
away from home on the day of the 
election, you can request an absentee 
ballot, in advance, and vote from the 
comfort of your very own dorm room. 

Therefore, unless you’re not a 
citizen of this country, there’s really no 
excuse for not exercising your “civic 
responsibility.” 

Some students I’ ve talked to say 
they don’t vote because “it doesn’t really 
matter.” That’s sort 
of true regarding the 
presidential election, 
depending on whom 
you want to win. 
Massachusetts is a 
Democratic state. 
There was never any question whether Al 
Gore would get our electoral votes. As 
for Bush supporters... well, I didn’t talk 
to any of them.

McGrail Rushed to judgement 


To the editor, 


Associate editor Brendan McGrail seems 
to have appointed himself the Rush Limbaugh of 
Worcester State, so allow me to counter with an Al 
Franken response. 

In an atmosphere of political correctness, 
it is easy to poke fun at solutions to the problem of 
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discrimination. Like the bubba-idol of the 2000 
presidential campaign, George W. Bush, who thinks 
that civil unions give gay American some kind of “extra 
right,” McGrail seems to think that offering Latin- 
American, African-American, and Women’s Studies 
programs are giving some kind of “extra right” to those 
groups.

Harold “Happy” 
Chichester, The Twilight 
Singers are half in love 
with an easeful death, 
and at home in the 
encroaching darkness 
the Whigs against. 

Here, the usual dramatic emotional 
catharsis found in the best Whigs songs is 
replaced by a nighttime electro-glide: silky 
R&B beats tinged with contemporary drum 
‘n’ bass and trip-hop touches. Even more of 
a departure from the Whigs sound is 
"That's Just How That Bird Sings,” which 
finds Chichester, Dulli and Shawn Smith 
emoting prettily like a streetwise version of 
Crosby, Stills and Nash over a gently 
strummed acoustic guitar. The three also 
team up again on "Clyde," a slinky, sinister 
number driven by a loping funk beat. 

Fans of Dulli’s more Cohen-like, tortured 
poet side will find plenty to mull over here. 
"King Only” finds him admitting that "I fell 
far enough to touch the hand of Lucifer,” 
while in "Last Temptation” he admonishes a 
lover, “Every time | think of you | get the 
same old sinking feeling.” 

On Twilight as Played by the Twilight 
Singers, Dulli achieves artistic growth 
through a reconciliation of opposites, yoking 
dark and light, good and evil, God and Satan 
together in an effort to heal his fractured 
psyche. It all comes together on the 
anthemic closer “Twilight,” where Dulli lyri- 
cally traverses the details of a dead love 
affair. Instead of ending in the usual fit of 
rage, he simply chants, “everything's gonna 
be alright.” And, for the duration of this 
impressive album, everything certainly is. ¢

Tree Books 


The digital revolution 
comes to literature.

n March, 400,000 readers bought 
Stephen King’s Riding the Bullet the very 
first day it was available. Doesn't sound like 
such a big deal for America’s best-selling 
author—right? Wrong. All 400,000 of 
them downloaded the electronic version. 

Many print publishers are doing elec- 
tronic editions as well as hardcover paper- 
back and audio books. Not every book is 
available in eBook format yet—but that 
day is not far off. 

The eBook phenomenon began in the 
'70s, with Project Gutenberg 
(gutenberg.net) an early effort to make 
the classics available electronically. Other 
attempts to make the classics available 
online include the MIT site dedicated to 
Shakespeare (http://tech-two.mit.edu/ 
Shakespeare). When dedicated eBook 
devices like the Rocket eBook Reader and 
SoftBook Reader came out in late 1998, it 
inspired publishers to make thousands of 
titles available. And with software like 
ActiveSync and Microsoft Reader, which 
make eBooks available for handheld devices, 
eBooks are now widely available for personal 
digital assistants. 

One sign that eBooks have made it in a 
big way is a new prize—$ 100,000, award- 
ed at the Frankfurt Book Fair for the first 
time this year for the best book published 
only in eBook format. 

Like most of the digital world, eBooks 
are more widely available for PCs than for 
Macs. The industry is troubled by a lack of 
standards as well: with almost a dozen dif- 
ferent file formats, some compatible with 
some devices, some with others. 

EBooks range from about $2 to $25. 
Some eBooks are sold with Softlock, soft- 
ware that lets you preview before you buy. 
You can download them or buy the CD- 
ROM—downloads usually cost a little less. 

A little browsing of some eBook links 
will give you an idea of what's available 
online. Check out some of the sites in the 
box at right to get started. e

veryone looks for deals when shopping. 

Instead of searching through the paper for 
sales, join the new craze of group shopping to 
save yourself some cash. These programs 
work by having people join together online to 
buy a product. The more people who buy, the 
lower the price drops (within reason). 
Essentially you get a wholesale price for buy- 
ing one item. 

The most popular of these programs is 
Mercata.com (mercata.com), where you can 
buy anything from 
electronics to hiking 
and camping equip- 
ment. Mercata offers a 
great feature where 
you can reserve a 
product and it will 
automatically pur- 
chase it if the price 
drops to whatever you 
specify. Browsing this 
site will lead you to 
purchase many more 
gadgets than necessary, so fix yourself a 
budget before logging on. 

Volumebuy (volumebuy.com) offers three 
types of group purchase discounts, and each 
item in their catalog falls into one category. 
The first option is a time power pool, where 
there are several time periods with fixed 

prices. The 
longer you wait, 
the less you pay 
because the pro- 
gram allows 
Volumebuy more 
time to receive 
orders and get a 
greater volume dis- 
count. The second 
option is flex power, 
where the price drops as more people enter 
the group at any stage of the sale. The 
third—group power pools—work only if the 
specified amount of people purchase the item; 
then everyone receives the product. All three 
styles of discount offer lower prices than 
MSRP, however cross-checking other sites is a 
good idea before tying yourself down.

Mobshop (mobshop.com) has a similar 
selection as Mercata, but offers some unique 
features that might make it a superior site to 
some. Mobshop is offering free shipping in the 
U.S., so if you're purchasing something rather 
large it could be beneficial for you to pay more 
but not pay for ship- 
ping. They also have 
an excellent notifica- 
tion program. You 
can either reserve a 
spot if the price 
drops to a certain 
level, or you can be 
notified by e-mail so 
you can make the 
decision then. Being 
notified is convenient because it gives you a 
little more time to decide if you'd rather spend 
that money on an evening at the bar, or per- 
haps it’s already spent. 

If none of these sites offer what you 
want, direct your browser to Zwirl.com 
(zwirl.com). It works on a different concept: 
Groups of buyers interested in the same sort 
of product band together. Sellers look at the 
specifications of each group's request, and 
make them an offer based on the amount of 
people in the group. Joining a group allows you 

to discuss the 
product with 
other members, 
look at product 
reviews, and view 
| suggested helpful 
links. If a group 
for the product 
you're looking for doesn’t exist, you can create 
one on your own, perhaps other people will 
join and a seller will make an offer. If no one 
joins your group, try pricewatch.com to find a 
low price on the product. 

Group buying offers some great deals 
for mainstream products. When looking to 
buy something from one of these sites, 
always compare the price they are offering 
to other general stores on the web. Many 
times the "great price” group buying list is 
not so great, and you can find a much better 
deal elsewhere. ¢

There is a Massachusetts State law 
that prohibits faculty members from going 
on strike just because they don’t have con- 
tracts. This leaves the teachers with little 
leverage with which to bargain. 

One of the bargaining chips the 
teachers hold is to withhold governance. 
Governance is “the adoption of new curricu- 
lum [and] the adoption of new policy 
changes.” 

Ghosh said “I do not understand 
why governance committees do not meet.” 


_ He said in many state colleges, when con- 


tracts are negotiated, it has become a “cus- 
tom to withhold governance. Governance 


- should not be stopped, it is as much a part 


of the contract as teaching. I believe (with- 
holding it) hurts the students in the long 
run.” 

When asked if he felt the protests 
at the ribbon cutting ceremony for the CST 
had an effect on the negotiations, Ghosh 
said, “I don’t think it does anything. These 
kinds of protests don’t get faculty anywhere. 
That does not settle the contracts.”

- Students explore media and election 


Faux debate spurs interest in politics 


the corporate ownership of media outlets. 
Sophomore Dave Perron explained the 
faults of the Electoral College, mainly that 
the constitution does not allow for a third 
party vote in the Electoral College. 

The Third Party group opened with 
a speech about the exclusion of third party 
candidates from the debates. The speaker 
also discussed the over commercialization 
of the presidency in media, as well as lack 
of third party campaign coverage from the 
major networks and newspapers. 

The second part of the presentation 
had representatives of Green Party 
candidate Ralph Nader, Reform Party 
candidate Pat Buchanan, and Libertarian 
Harry Browne, talking briefly about their 
candidates’ views on issues like abortion, 
defense, healthcare and education. The 
group closed with a question and answer 
session where Junior Michael Cocozzella 
denied the over similarities of the two major 
party candidates and added that voting for 
Gore could lead to socialism, even 
communism. 


The students who researched Texas 
Governor George W. Bush’s campaign, 
much like the Gore group, focused on the 
debates and the lack of coverage on specific 
issues. Shurrae Dobson presented the “fuzzy 
math” of Bush’s views on affirmative action, 
namely his lack of elaboration on his top 
ten percent policy in Texas. 

In the debates, Bush mentions that 
he has the top 10% of high school graduates 
in Texas automatically admitted into all state 
colleges. He fails to mention if that is a 
cumulative 10 percent, or if it is the top 10 
percent from each school. He also fails to 
mention if the policy includes private 
schools as well as public. 

The 18-24 year old age group 
represents the largest voting block, and in 
the past has also been the least represented 
in the polls. 

Professor Frechette and the 
students attempted to prove there is a 
growing movement to dispel the long-held 
beliefs that members of this age group are 
not interested in politics:

Professor James Fidlon of the 
Music Department is calling on any inter- 
ested students to come and participate in the 
Worcester State College Jazz Band. The pro- 
gram, which started last fall, is an opportu- 
nity open to students who want to partici- 
pate in a music program while at school. 

There are no prerequisites or ma- 
jor requirements except that those who want 
to be in the program must know how to play 
an instrument. 

“There hasn’t been an instrumen- 
tal ensemble here for a number of years,” 
says Fidlon, an adjunct professor here at 
Worcester State who received his degree at 
Indiana University, known for its nationally 
renowned music program. 

In addition to teaching the course, 
Band-and Music Theory, here at Worcester 
State, he also teaches at Clark University, 
in the Auburn School District, and thirty 
private students. 

He is trying to make students on 
campus more aware of the presence of the 
program. Fidlon is in the process of coming 
up with a recruitment campaign. 

“Many people don’t even know -- 
we want to make people aware that this is a 
resource,” he said. 

The goals of the fifteen-member 
group are to put together a performance en- 
semble representative of the school, and to 
provide an opportunity for student musi- 
cians to continue to play. 

Now in its third semester, the pro- 
gram has grown each semester. “We’re hop- 
ing we can consistently put together enough 
to perform,” Fidlon said. “A major strength 
of the band is the enthusiasm of the students 
- the camaraderie. When you have people 
who enjoy participating in it, and it’s not 
much of a burden, they get along and enjoy 
it 

The only noticeable weakness he 
can see is the fact that the program is so new. 
It was put together for the inexperienced. 

“But its weakness is its strength. 
The students who come back show real im- 
provement, we overcome the inexperience 
of the players,” Fidlon said. 

Fidlon likes the chances provided 
here at Worcester State because there is more 
intimacy with the students. 

“No one is lost in a sea of musi- 
cians, there is more of a chance to stand out,” 
he said. 

The next concert for the Jazz Band 
is set for Thursday Dec. 7, in The Gallery 
of The Student Center at noon.

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like coming from a state college 
undergraduate education, and entering a 
master’s program at Clark University where 
she was surrounded by people who came 
from higher cost institutions.

several other musical parts, in the decade 
plus since he left high school. 

He has sung with chorale groups, 
he has been singing the National Anthem at 
the Ice Cats home games since 1995 (and 
he’s an Aries, who enjoys French poetry, 
chilled wine and long walks on the beach). 

Brown has found his center in the 
part of Dr. Doug McCaskill. Having lost his 
mother and his best friend to cancer, he has 
put his own personality into the role. 

Brown spoke of his experience 
coming through in his acting. “It didn’t come 
through in the first reading. I’ ve tried to keep 
it in the dark up to this point. But now it 
will become part of my character.” 

“Originally, I just wanted 
something to fill my nights,” Brown said of 
his reasons for auditioning. “When I did the 
read, I thought I’d get a small part. I didn’t 
anticipate the lead.” 

The role deals mostly with the 
topic of cancer, as he attempts to control its 
spread. However, all the women in the play 
come to McCaskill to remedy their various 
problems. 

“He’s an allegory for all modern 
medicine,” Brown says, “He does, 
mastectomies and hysterectomies, as well 
as general practice. 

Brown offered a very different 
view of the play on the whole. He spoke of 
college students’ belief that they’re 
indestructible, and how that comes across. 

“We all like to believe we’ re on the 
outside looking in. There are certain things 
that’ll never affect us. Yet, here [cancer] is, 
creeping into everyone’s life in this play. 
People think they’re immune to things, and 
they’ re not.” 

Anne Marie Shea is a faculty 
member in the Theatre and Performing Arts 
Department of WSC. 

The first question that had to be 


posed, was just how she came up with this 
play. 

“Serendipity,” she explained, “The 
topic fascinated me, especially on this 
campus...dealing with women’s societal 
problems with their bodies. Everyday one 
sex [male] is getting bigger and bigger, the 
other [female] is getting smaller and 
smaller.” 

Dr. Shea discussed one scene in 
which Wanda gives a laundry list of the 
things she’s done to “improve” herself. “All 
her life she’s let men do whatever they want 
to her body.” 

“The parallel plot,” Dr. Shea went 
on, “is the cure industry. A businessman [in 
the play] says he wants to cure cancer, but 
really he wants to own the patent for a cancer 
cure. There’s a staggering profit to be made 
in health care.” 

Having put on student plays for 30 
years, Dr. Shea has had her fair share of 
experience directing. She could not help but 
smile when asked what’s the best thing about 
directing student productions? 

“The open-endedness. I have an 
idea, but it ends up being not my work. It’s 
collaborative. In the end, they’re going to 
know this play better than me.” 

Unfortunately, the smile vanished 
with the follow-up question. What’s the 
worst thing? 

“Because there’s no [theatre] 
major, though it’s been approved for some 
time, I get students on a very ad hoc basis. 
They all have different majors, and are 
taking time away from their studies [to do 
the play]. We’d have a greater stable of 
actors, if we had a major.” 

Dr. Shea kept going with this topic. 
A theatre major has already been approved 
for the campus, but because WSC has not 
adopted it, “there’s no reason for actors to 
stay. I keep losing them to other schools. 
Why stay where they can’t major in theatre? 
That’s the most frustrating thing.” 

After pausing to take a breath, and 
compose herself (for she is extremely 
passionate about the above topic), Dr. Shea 
got back to the task at hand...why go see 
the play? 

The topics are relevant to 
everyone. They are dealt with in a 
fascinating way. One can barely put the 
script down, the show must have to be 
riveting. 

Dr. Shea discussed what the 
audience should take away from the play. 

“Whose body is this? Who makes 
decisions? The fashion industry? The drug 
industry? Some faceless medical authority? 


An HMO? Who owns this body? Does» 


anyone have the right to tell you to make it 
bigger, smaller, flatter, more curved?’ 


Dr. Shea is wonderfully articulate. — 


It’s difficult be objective listening to her 
speak. However, she does not want to be 
overly didactic with the play. 

“T hope no one gets the notion 
we’re preaching. The point is simply to 
provoke some questions...” 

Many questions the audience will, 
indeed, ask. Some members will even find 
some answers. 

The play opens November 16 at 8 
p.m., and runs at the same time through 
Saturday the 18". Sunday there will be a 
matinee at 2 p.m. Tickets are $5, or $3 for 
students.

According to Woloski, his ability 
to write these plays was unearthed quite 
by accident.

Both Boone and Yoast find 
different strategies to let the boys find a 
comfort level with one another. The ma- 
jority of the boys decide football is more 
important than race by the end of camp. 

The day school begins the new inte- 
grated black students find that things are 
not the same as they were at camp. They 
face resistance from fellow students. One 
player who is white attempts to introduce 
his girlfriend to a black player, she shuns 
him-by not accepting his hand when he 
attempts to shake hers. 

The players win their games and 


then the turning point occurs. Two of the 
players call a team meeting under the guise 
that the coach had called them together. At 
this time the team finally bonds, except for 
one member of the team. The next game they 
do a chant and strut onto the field, which to 
any moviegoer will be entertaining.
